Moscow. August 26.—Russia is pass- 
ing through a period of mortal dan- 
ger, Premier Kerensky today told the 
state council which assembled in Mos- 
cow to hear the present situation of 
the country and plans for a new na- 
tional government. He declared that 
any attempt to take advantage of the 
conference for an attack on the na- 


tional power, as embodied in the pro-j| 


visional government, would be_ re- 
pressed pitilessly “by blood and iron.” 
The council, which promises’ im- 
portant results in the national life of 
Russia, opened at 3 o’ciock this after- 
noon in the Grand Opera with that 
solemnity and old Russian pomp espe- 
cially characteristic of Moscow. The

Address of Kerensky. 

The proceedings began with Keren- 
sky’s epeech, lasting an hour and a 
half, pronounced in a nervous, impres- 
sive voice which aroused tremendous 
applause, mainly from that part of the 
theater occupied by the democratic or- 
ganizations and members of the cabi- 
net, but the duma members and the 
industrial deputies also at 
Premier Kerensky 
spoke resolutely, emphasizing the role 
he had played in recent events and his 
determination to guide events in the 
future. The premier was greeted with 
wild applause when early in his speech, 
speaking of the dangers from the ex- 
treme left, he declared: “All attempts 


with armed force against the people's | 


power will be crushed with blood and 
iron.” ; 

Still more applause greeted him, 
when hinting at a counter revolution, 
military conspiracy he exclaimed: “Let 
them be warned, who think the time 
ha scome when, relying on the bayonet, 
has come when, relying on he bayonet, 
The audience arose and cheered this 
expression for five minutes. 

Premier Kerensky rebuked the Fin- 
landers and other seceding nationalists, 
his words evoking enthusiasm, and 
there was a menacing note in his voice 
when he declared that their preten- 
sions threatened the success of the rev- 


obution. 

The premier’s speech indicated that 
the government expects further at- 
tacks tomorrow by t military duma 
and the Moscow deptties, which he 
denounced in advance.

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J.P. HANNAR, JR, DIES 
AFTER OPERATION FER 


For the Past Fifteen Years He 
Had Been Connected With 
Emory College. 


James Park Hannah, Jr., 44 years 
old, one of the most prominent and 
well-known college professors in the 
state, whosthas been a member of the 
faculty of Emory university, at Oxford, 
Ga., for the past fifteen years, in the 
capacity of professor of modern  lan- 
guages, died yesterday afternoon at a 
local hospital, following an operation 
performed about a week ago. 

Professor Hannah,was a graduate of 
Vanderbilt university, a member of the 
class of '94, and before coming to Emory 
university he served as professor of 
history on the faculty of Millsaps col- 
lege, in Mississippi. He was a member 
of the Phi Delta Theta fraternity. 

Professor Hannah was a son-in-law 
of the late Dr. C. E. Dowman, well 
known minister and former president 
of Emory university. He married Miss 
Claire Dowman. Hannah. 

He is survived by his father, Dr. J. P. 
Hannah, of Franklin, Tenn.; a brother, 
Lieutenant Colonel J. W. Hannah, of 
the medical corps of the United States 
army; two sisters, Mrs. John Morgan 
Read, of Des Moines, lowa, and Miss 
Elizabeth Hannah, of Franklin, and two 
children, James Park Hannah, Jr., and 
Claire Dowman Hannah. 

The funeral will be held in Oxford at 
a date to be named later. 


MACMILLAN EXPEDITION 
BACK FROM THE ARCTIC 


No Crocker Land as Reported 
by Peary—Mistake Due 
to Mirage. 


Sydney, N. SS. August 26.—Donald A. 
-MacMillan’s Arctic exploration ex- 
pedition arrived here tonight on the re- 
lief steamer Neptune after four years 
spent in the Polar regions. 

MacMillan, who was one of Rear Ad- 
miral Peary’s Neutenants on his suc- 
cessful dash for the North Pole, con- 
firmed previous dispatches from him 
that there was no Crocker land such 
as has been reported by Peary. 

Peary’s mistake was due to a mirage 
so real that the MacMillan party had 
oe deceived by it for four days, he 
said. 


The first objective of the MacMillan ' 


expedition, which was organized under 
the auspices of the American Museum 
of Natural History and the American 
Geographical svuciety, with the co-op- 
eration of the University of Illinois, was 
to prove of disprove the existence of 
Peary’s Crocker land. The next pur- 
pose was to conduct a survey of the 
Greenland ice cap. 

“Peary was deceived by a mirage, 
due to layers of air at different densi- 
ties suspended close to the ice. Peary 
sighted this supposed land from a cliff 
1,400 feet high. We mounted the same 
cliff and for four days were deceived. 
i"inally when the sun shifted it was no 
longer there. It was but a mirage, but 
so clear that you could see green hills 
covered with vegetation.”

General Swift Believes That 
the Cantonment Will Be 
Maintained for Miailitary 
Training After War With 
Germany Comes to End. 


IMMEDIATE SHUTTLE TRAIN 
SERVICE TO CAMP URGED 

Following the revised order of 
Provost Marshal General Crowder, 
providing for the movement of only 
5 per cent of the national army men 
to the camps on September 65, the 
public safety committee of Atlanta 
wiil appeal to the Southern railway 

shuttle-train 
service between Camp Gordon 
Atlanta into effect in the immedi- 
ate future. 

The movement of 5 per cent of 
the national army men is spread 
over a period of five days, which 
means the movement of 1 per cent 
per day. This would be a move- 
"ment of only about 400 men a day 
to Camp Gordon in the first move- 
ment. Members of the.pubfic safe- 
ty committee believe that this will 
materially relieve the equipment 
situation for the Southern railway, 
and make an immediate shuttle- 
train service possible. The situa- 
tion would be further relieved by 
a reduction of the number of work- 
men to be moved by the Southern 
as the cantonment construction 
nears completion. 

Further than this there was no 
development toward a solution of 
the transportation problem Sunday. 
A meeting of the public safety com- 
mittee will be called as soon as H. 
M. Atkinson, of the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company finance 
committee, indicates when and 
where the finance committee is to 
meet to take up the request of the 
committee for a double-track trol- 
ley line. 


The 40,000 men who will shortly gath- 
er at Camp Gordon for military train- 
ing will be free to come into Atlanta— 
pruviding, of course, they can find a 
way to get to Atlanta—whenever they 
are not on duty at the camp. 

Major General Eben Swift, command- 
ing the camp, stated Sunday afternoon 
that he proposes to place no restriec- 
tions on the meA to keep them from 
coming to Atlanta whenever they feel 
disposed to do so, so long as they are 
not on duty. This is the first indica- 
tion of the policy which is to be pur- 
sued at Camp Gordon with regard to 
soldiers’ coming to the city. 

At the same cime that he made this 
announcement, General Swift said that 
he does not see how a single-track 
trolley line can possibly handle the 
great volume of passenger traffic be- 


tween the camp and the city, and that 
he thought at teast a double-track line 
would be necessary, and that he would 
like very much to see it built.

When asked today for an expression of 
his opinion of the results thus far 
achieved in the battle, Lieutenant Gen- 


eral Count Cadorna, commander-in- 
chief of the Italian forces, smilingly 
replied: 

“We are doing nicely, thank you.” 

The official communication on the 
result of the battle shows that the 
demoralization of the Austrian troops 
is in part due to the extraordinary 
aerial and artillery work of the Ital- 
fans, which hag destroyed not only the 
lines of communication, but has re- 
sulted in the burning of all the main 
food supply stations of the Austrians, 
who for the last week have been starv- 
ing at many points between Tolmino 
and the sea. This also accounts for 
the unusual number of prisoners and 
wounded. 

The total losses of the Austrians 
from all causes are reckoned at nearly 
100,000, the most important of which, 
in the Carso region, have not yet been 
officially announced. It is said that 
among the losses of the Austrians are 
many men of the famoug Twelfth divi- 
sion, popularly known as the “Iron 
division.”

AUSTRIANS TAKEN 
BY ITALIAN FORCES 
TOTAL OVER 23,000 


Rome, August 26.—The Italians have 
made a further advance on the Isonzo 
front north of Gorizia, closely pursuing 
the Austrians. The war office an- 
nounces. Austrian counter attacks on 
the Carso were repulsed. The number 
of prisoners has been increased to more 
than 23,000, in addition to whicha — 
amount of booty has been captured. 

The statement follows: 

“The battle is 
itself in its vastness. The action north 
of Gorizia, from August 19 onward, may 
be epitomized as follows: 

“The gallant troops of the second 
army, after having thrown fourteen 
bridges across the Isonzo under the fire 
of the enemy, passed over the river on 
the night of August 18-19, and proceede 
ed to attack the Bainsizza plateau. Di- 
recting themselves decisively toward 
the Jelenik-Vhr front they went aroudn 
the three enemy defensive lines 
Sommer, Kobelik and Madoni, which 
crossed there. Contemporaneously they 
attacked the same lines from the front 
and broke through, in spite of the ene- 
my’s most stubborn defenses. The con- 
sequence of this bold maneuver was 
the capture of Monte Santo.

Berlin, August 26.—(Via London.)— 
Strong French forces made an attack 
yesterday on the Verdun front east of 
the Meuse, near Hill 3 he Ger-

The supplementary report, issued to-

‘Near Beaumont, on the western

“In addition to the rail facilities, 
there ought to be a well-paved highway 
all the way from the city to the camp.

BATTERY “B” WILL 
OPEN DRIVE TODAY 
FOR NEW RECRUITS 


Battery B, of the Georgia field artil- 
lery, is going to make a stiff drive to 
recruit up to maximum wear strength 
before going to the new mobilization 
camp at Macon, Ga., to which it is ex- 
pected they will be sent within the 
next week or ten days. Under the di- 
rection of Captain Heidt, army recruit- 
ing officer, » recruiting station in the 
Connally building, at 25 Whitehall 
street, will be opened Monday morn- 
ing at 8:30 o’clock, and a detail of men 
from Battery B will be in charge of 
the office for several days. 


The Atlanta artillerymen, who are 
now stationed at Fort McPherson, are 
daily expecting orders to proceed to 
Macon, Ga. Orders were received to 
entrain ten days ago, but were coun- 
termanded twenty-four hours before 
the time set for departure. While no 
reason was officially given, it is be- 
lieved the order was countermanded be- 
cause Camp Wheeler, the new national 
guard mobilization camp, has not been 
completed yet. It has now been stated 
in Macon that the camp will be ready 
by September 1, and the Georgia ar- 
tillery will probably be sent to it at 
once. The national guard of Alabama 
and Florida will assemble there, in ad- 
dition to the Georgia national guard. 

Battery B lacks only forty men of 
the maximum strength of 190 now au- 
thorized. The ranks will probably be 
filled up from the new national army 
next month unless the full strength is 
obtained by volunteer enlistment. The 
men of Battery B want to keep their 
organization as an “Atlanta battery,” 
and they are making an urgent appeal 
to young men of Atlanta to join and 
complete their ranks. The members 
of the battery are generally of the 
opinion that they will be sent to France 
this fall.

mistake,”’ said M. Kerensky. “Let them 
take care, for our authority is sup- 
ported by the boundless confidence of 
the people and by millions of soldiers 
who are defending us against the Ger- 
man invasion. 
State in Mortal Danger. 

“The provisional government is con- 
vinced that all of you who have come 
here will forget everything except 
your duty toward your country and the 
revolution. The government believes 
it can tell the truth, not only to our 
friends, but also to our enemies—those 
who are destroying our troops, and 


those among us who are waiting for 
the moment when they may be able to 
raise their heads and pounce upon the 
free Russian people. 

“I say again that I will hide nothing 
from you, for you have come together 
for the first time to speak to you 
frankly, to tell you of the unbearable, 
the immense responsibility which we 
are bearing despite all the blows we 
are receiving. 

“Citizens, the state is passing 
through a period of mortal danger. I 
do not say more, for you all understand. 
You see it, for each of you experiences 
it in a different way. You all know 
the task incumbent upon you for the 
struggle against a powerful, implaca- 
ble and organized enemy demands 
great sacrifice, self-denial, deep love 
of our country and the forgetting of 
domestic quarrels. Unfortunately, not 
all who are able are willing to offer 
all this on the altar of their country, 
ruined by war, and they thus render 
the critical situation of our country 
more serious every day. 

“In oyr political life this process of 
disorgafiization is worse, even causing 
certain nationalities living in Russia 
to seek their salvation, not in close 
union with the mother country, but in 
separatist aspirations. On top of all 
this came shameful events at the front 


duty to the country, gave way without 
resistance to pressure of the enemy, and 
thus forged for their people fresh 
chains of despotism. 


Fatal Inheritance of Old Regime. 


“We fell so low because we could not 
free ourselves from the fatal inheri- 
tance of the old regime that we hated 
but obeyed because we feared it. There- 
fore, now, when power rests on liber- 
ty, not on bayonets, we are_ trans- 
ported with delight, although there 1s 
some hereditary distrust of this new 
power. 

“Those who once trembled before the 
government of autocrats now boldly 
march against the government with 
arms in hand. But let them remember 
that our patiences has its liimts and 
that those who go beyond them will 
have to settle with a government which 
will make them remember the time of 
czarism. We shall be implacable be- 
cause we are convinced that supremé 
power alone can assure the salvation 
of the country. That is why I shall 
oppose energetically all attempts to 
take advantage of Russia's national 
misfortunes, and whatever ultimatum 
is presented I shall subject it to the 
es power and to myself, its head.” 

he premier declared that the de- 
structive period of the revolution had 
passed and that the time had come to 
consolidate its conquests. 

“For this reason,” he continued, ‘“‘we 
ask you, citizens, whether you feel 
within your hearts the indispensable 
sacred fire for the attainment of this 
object, whether you represent, here in 
Moscow, the national strength which 
is necessary to assure the prosperity 
of the country, or will you give the 
world and us another picture of deca- 
dence? 

No Separate Peace for Russia. 


“A little time ago we indignantly re- 
plied to a proposal to conclude a sepa- 
rate peace. A few days ago we wit- 
nessed another attenipt, equally Dase, 
directed against our allies. The lat- 
ter rejected it with equal indignation 
and in the name of the great Russian 
people I say to our allies that it was 
the only reply we expected of them.” 

At this point the delegates arose and 
cheered loudly the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of the entente allied pow- 
ers. 

The premier then paid a tribute-to 
the Rumanians, saying that if they 
were forced -temporarily: to abandon 
their country they would find hospi- 
tality in Russia. 

Notwithstanding the none too friend- 
ly attitude toward the mother country 
of certain nationalities of the Russian 
state, M. Kerensky continued, the Rus- 
sian democracy would give them all it 
promised through the provisional gov- 
ernment and all that the constituent 
assembly might yet decide to grant, 
but when the Iimit of tolerance was 
passed or where there was a desire to 
take advantage of the nation’s diffi- 
culties in order to violate the free will 
of Russia, they would cry “hands off.” 
The remier said the government 
would prevent by force reopening of 
the dissolved diet in Finland, and that 
he hoped the country would approve 
this decision. His statement was 
cheered. 

“The government will endeavor,” the 
premier went on, “to protect the army 
against the subversive influences which 
deprived soldiers of all sense of mili- 
tary duty, and will struggle energet- 
vont A against the Maximalists and 
against all attempt by them to cor- 
rupt discipline.” 

Widespread Disorganization. 


The remier said his colleagues 
would describe the widespread disor- 
ganization in the country, adding: 

“In order to remedy this we must 
make all sacrifices, abandoning our 
personal and party interests.” 

M. Avskentieff, minister of the in- 
terior, and Prokopovitch, minister 
of trade and industry, followed M. Ker- 
ensky. The minister of the interior 
described the task of organizing the 
mA tees; the minister of trade and 
industry told of the cost to Russia of 
the war. 

The first year of the war, said M. 
Prokopovitch, cost Russia 5,300,000,000 
rubles; the second year, 11,200,000,000 
rubles; the third year already 18,000,- 
000,000 rubles, while the total revenue 
for 1913 was 16,000,000,000 rubles. 

Regarding the question of food, he 
said the country’s position was ex- 
tremely difficult; there was _ actual 
searcity in several provinces and a 
minimum in Petrograd and Moscow. 
He was endeavoring to nurse such in- 
dustries as remained and he consid- 
ered it necessary to control the profits 
of manufacturers in order to prevent 
them from becoming rich at the ex- 
pense of the populace. 


GEN. KORNILOFF 
GOES TO MOSCOW. 


Petrograd, August 26.—General Kor- 
niloff, the Russian commander-in-chief, 
left for Moscov® yesterday evening 
after'a telephone conversation with 
Premier Kerensky. According to the 
newspapers, General Korniloff at first 
hesitated to attend the Moscow con- 
ference, as he considered the govern- 
ment’s attitude with regard to the or- 
ganization of the army -too indefinite. 
M. Kerensky, however, succeeded in 
dispelling his doubts and the com- 
mander started for Moscow. 

The announcement that M. Savinkoff, 
acting minister of war, had resigned as 
a result of differences with Premier 
Kerensky, was premature. Whether he 
will retire has not been decided. 

There is no foundation for rumors of 
the resignation of Lieutenant Lebe- 
doeff, minister of marine, the semi-of- 
ficial news agency states.

IAPAN'S TRIBUTE. 
T0 WASHINGTON 


Viscount Ishii Speaks for 
His Country at Mount 
Vernon—Japan’s Devotion 
to Allied Cause Reaffirmed 


Washington, August 26.—Viscount 
Ishii, the special ambassador from 
Japan, placing a wreath of roses and 
chrysanthemums on the tomb of George 
Washington at Mount Vernon 
claimed the right for Japan 
Washington’s memory and reaffirmed 
her devotion to the allies’ cause and 
the principles for which they wage 
battle. 

The members of the Japanese mis- 
sion, with Secretary and Mrs. Daniels 
as hosts, sailed down the Potomac on 
the president’s yacht Mayflower. Ac- 
companying them were Ambassador 
Sato, Secretaries Lansing, Redfield and 
Saker, Postmaster General Burleson, 


and house, high officers of the army, 
navy and marine corps, members of the 
missions of other European countries 
and many prominent people in diplo- 
matic and official] life. 

With the red sun of Japan on a white 
field waving with the Stars and Stripes 
above him, the representative of one 
of the oldest civilizations on earth, on 
the soil c@ one of the youngest, paid 
a remarkable tribute to the memory of 
the only man, who has alike been hon- 
Ored and is honored by the nations 
warring for democracy. 

Japan’s Tribute to Washington. 

Viscount Ishii said: 

“In the name of my gracious sover- 
eign, the emperor of Japan, and rep- 
resenting all the liberty-loving people 
who own his sway, I stand today in 
this sacred presence—not to eulogize 
the name of Washington, for that were 
Presumption, but to offer the simple 
tribute of a people’s reverence and love. 

“Washington was an American, but 
America, great as she is, powerful as 
she is, certain as she is of her splendid 
destiny, can lay no exclusive claim to 
this immortal name. Washington is 
now a citizen of the world; today he 
belongs to all mankind. And so men 
come here from the ends of the earth 
to honor his memory and to reiterate 
their faith in the principles to which 
his Breat life was devoted. 

Japan Claims entrance to this holy 
circle. She yields to none in reverence 
and respect, nor is there any gulf be- 
tween the ancient east and the new- 
born west too deep and wide for the 
hearts and the understandings of her 
people to cross. 

‘lt is fitting then that men who love 
liberty and justice better than they 
love life—that men who know what 
honor is—should seek this. shrine and 
here, in the presence of these sacred 
ashes rededicate themselves to the sery- 
ice of humanity. 

It is a fitting place, at this time, 
when all the world is filled with tur- 
moil and suffering, for comrades ina 
holy cause to gather and here renew 
their fealty to a righteous purpose— 
firm in the determination that the 
struggle must go on until the world ig 
free from menace ang aggression. 

Japan Proud of Allies, 


‘Japan is proud to place herself be- 

side her noble allies in this high resolve 
and here, in the presence of these 
deathless ashes, she reaffirms her de- 
Votion to the cause and the principles 
for which they wage battle, fully de- 
termined to do her whole part in secur- 
ing tor the world the blessings of lib- 
erty, justice and lasting peace. 

“As the representative of my people, 
then I place this wreath upon the tomb 
of Washington, with ¢ reverent hands, 
and in so doing it is my proud privilege 
to again pledge my country to those 
principles of right and justice which 
have given immortality to the name of 
Washington.’ 

In introducing the special ambassa- 
dor Secretary Daniels’ recalled that, 
when in the early fifties it was de- 
termined to send an American mission 
to Japan it was headed by a naval 
officer, Commodore Perry, who to the 
courage of an officer added the ac- 
complishments of a diplomat. He re- 
lated how Perry won the confidence 
of the Japanese people and their rulers 
and how the Japanese people learned 
from the Perry mission the broadest 
fraternal spirit of the American people. 

“Today,” said the secretary, ‘with 
stronger ties than ever, woven out of 
the threads of our mutual participation 
in the world-wide struggle to insure 
to all mankind the right to live their 
own lives and pursue their own na- 
tional ideals, Japan and America pause 
at the tomb of Washington in the hope 
that there may fall upon us all a dou- 
ble portion of his spirit of faith in the 
triumph of the right and his readiness 
to make the supreme sacrifice for the 
principles for which America, Japan 
and their allies are contending in the 
arena of war. They have drawn the 
sword to end military feudalism. They 
will sheath it only in a victory that 
will guarantee permanent peace.” 

Naval Honors For Japanese. 


The Japanese guests were received 
with full naval honors, when they 
boarded’ the Mayflower. The marine 
guard was at salute and the ship’s band 
played the Japanees' national hymn, 
“Kimigayo.” When the yacht 
proached Mount Vernon, “taps” was 
sounded and the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner’ was played, while all on board 
stood at “attention.” 

Anchoring far out in the stream 
barges conveyed the party ashore from 
the yacht and, escorted by Secretaries 
Lansing and Daniels, the members of 
the mission and guests walked up the 
hill to the tomb. Bare-heads were 
lowered as Viscount Ishi, General Su- 
gano and Admiral Takeshita went to 
the tomb. The Japanese officers stood 
bowed and in

silently for some moments and then 
with low bows rejoined those outside.

Exorbitant Prices Asked. 

“Owing to the holders of the remain- 
der of the Cuban crop asking exorbi- 
tant prices for their sugar,” said the 
administration’s statement, “the price 
has advanced during the last few weeks 
iby over 142 cents per pound. The new 
Cuban crop will not be available until 
the latter part of December. The beet 
Sugar production of about 800,000 tons 
begins to come into the market dur- 
ing the month of September, and should 
furnish the bulk of supplies between 
then and the first of next year, when 
the Cuban crop will be available.” 

At a conference between the food ad- 
ministration and representatives of 80 
per cent of the domestic beet sugar in- 
dustry of the United States, the state- 
ment says, these beet sugar producers 
reached the agreement to limit their 
price to.a basis that will make possi- 
ble the $30,000,000 saving to the public. 

“The representatives of these pro- 
ducers,”’ the statement continues, “have 
pledged themselves to secure the, active 
co-operation of the other 20 per cent 
of the beet industry.”’ 


To Establish Lower Price. 


This patriotic action will not only 
make the saving mentioned above be- 
tween now and the end of the year, but 
will contribute largely to establish a 
lower price for imported sugar 
throughout next year, says the. state- 
ment, which continues: 

“It is the intention of the food ad- 

ministration to adopt certain measures 
which will effectually assure that the 
price agreed upon shall not be exceed- 
ed during the coming year, even upon 
imported sugar, and it is hoped that 
as soon as the Cuban crop is availa- 
ble the price will be less than $7.25. 
_ “It is desirable for the public to bear 
in mind,” the food administration 
points out, “that in order for the allies 
to be supplied with sugar, which is 
now cut off, the public must reduce its 
consumption of sugar by every means 
possible. That there is room for re- 
duction in consumption without hard- 
ship must be evident when we consider 
that the average American consumption 
is about 85 pounds per person per an- 
num, whereas the new sugar regula- 
tions in England limit the consumption 
to 21 pounds per person per annum. 

“This year the beet sugar crop will 
not be moving freely in the country 
before the first of October and, there- 
fore, there will be a few .weeks’ delay 
before the reduced price becomes ef- 
fective. This affords an «pportunity 
for distributors and retailers to dispose 
of sugar purchased by them at a higher 
cost level.”’ .
